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The American Indian 


The First With the Least

Through no fauit of his own, 
the American Indian is low man 
on the economic totem pole in 
the United States. ‘‘He is a ‘ward 
of the government,’ and is treat- 
ed as though he is mentally 
incompetent by the Redman’s Big 
Brother, the Bureau of Indian 
\ffairs,’’ Lois Risling said, 

Miss Risling, an American 
indian student at Sacramento 
State College, in a recent panel 
discussion, told it the ‘‘way it 
is.” In a hard-hitting talk, she 
pointed out some of the errors 
of the BIA, and indicted the Fed- 
eral Government on grounds of 
cruelty, indifference and neglect. 

With bitter humor, she pointed 
out that, in spite of her charzes 
against the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs, the American Indian is not 
always last. Sometimes he is 
first. 

“As a matter of fact,’’ Lois 
Risling said, ‘* the Americar 
Indian ranks first in illiteracy 
first in unemployment, first in 
low income, ($1,500 per year if 


he’s lucky. And that’s 75 per 
cent below national average.), 
first in poor housing and poor 


Sanitation, and first in teenage 
Suicides, Just to name a few of 
his ‘firsts!

Today there art 
almost 600,000 Indians in the 
United States. This is the fast- 


rate of any ethnic 
group. California Indians contri- 
yute to many the ‘‘firsts” 
isted by Miss Risling. 

Realizing that poor living con- 
ditions and low income are gen- 
erally related to a lack of formal] 
education, a number of Indians, 
many of them parents, concerned 
with the destiny of their children, 
decided to do something about 
the problem. 

They met. They made plans t 
finds ways to improve the 
education of their children. They 
agreed that they would have to 
get involved, 

The result was the founding 
of an Ad Hoc Committee on In- 
dian Education in California. 
Several meetings were held 
throughout the state. Problems 
of Indian education, especially 
the one dealing with the educa- 
tional achievement level! of In- 
dian students, were thoroughly 
discussed. In October, 1967, the 
Ad Hoc Committee sponsored an 
All-Indian Conference on Indian 
Education in California . Nortt 
Fork, in Madera County, was the 
site of the conference, 

The conference did 
things. 

(1) It identified the problems 
which prevent the majority of 
indian children from achieving 
the same level of education as 
“‘white children” children, 

(2) It investigated ways and 
means of solving these probleme; 
it recommended workable solu 
tions 

(3) It recorded the conference 
findings and recommendations 
for distribution to responsible 
persons and agencies. These 
findings and recommerdations 
were compiled in an 80-page 
titled ‘‘California Indian
